The German army, neither in its arma- 
ment, training, morale nor fortifications was 
ready to carry out Hitler’s arrogant war 
threats against Czechoslovakia and the other

Proof of these facts is officially acknowl- 
“edged by the most drastic deeds in Germany. 


The discharge of the highest commanding 


officers in the Germany army—Gen. Ludwig 
Beck, first chief of the German General Staff, 
together with Col. Gen. Gerd von Rundstedt, 
commander of the strategic First Army 
Corps, along with scores of other army offi- 


cers—speaks volumes about the enormity of 


the treachery committed at Munich. 

When. generals at the very apex of 
Hitler’s war machine, as now admitted, 
were engaged in bitter conflict over the Nazi 
war plans, the hypocritical Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, Tory premier, wantonly bam- 
boozled the world about the “danger” of 
an “unbeatable” fascist war machine. 

Even the Lindbergh lies about the “su- 
periority” of Nazi aviation, so thoroughly ex- 
ploited by the British Tories, were dispelled 
by German fascist admission. According to 
N. Y. Times Berlin correspondent, Otto D. 
Tolischus (in his cable of Oct. 26, 1988) it 
was officially admitted that instead of 10,000 
mythical planes ready to raid Europe’s cap- 
itals the Nazis claimed only 3,000. 

Without doubt, unity of the demo- 
cratic nations would have confronted the 
Nazi war machine, rent with fatal military

® Red-baiting figures large in Wall Street's 
dark plans for the future. 

This is clearly revealed in the latest is- 
sue of the Annalist, organ of the leading 
finance capitalists of the country. 

In its main editorial, the Annalist makes 
a bitter attack against what it calls the New 
Deal’s “high wage rate purchasing-power 
theory”—the sound policy which insists that 
wages must go up if purchasing power is to 
be increased. 

After sounding this call for cutting wages, 
the Annalist says that the nation cannot hope 
for improved labor relations in the near fut- 
ure. Why not? Because of the “Commu- 
nist influence” that it finds in the CIO. 

The meaning is clear: wages are too high; 
the employers therefore are bent on provok- 
ing industrial strife; and they will try ‘to 
throw the responsibility on the CIO. 

On what does the Annalist base its red- 


that in addition to stirring up industrial 
strife, it seeks to crush the liberties of the 
people. And here, too, it counts on the red- 
scare. .

During her first season, Alma 
Gluck was starred in no fewer than 
eleven leading roles. She had to 
learn these roles for the first time, 
and her complete successes in 1909 
were testimony not only to a great 
singing voice but to an unusual 
artistic sensibility. 

She remained with the Metro- 
politan until 1913, studying mean- 
while with that singer of most ex- 
alted fame, Jean de Reszke, and 
with Marcella Sembrich. She mar- 
ried the violinist, Efrem Zimbalist, 
in 1914. 

Many years of concert singing fol- 
lowed, during which Alma Gluck 
made innumerable 
records. It has been pointed out in 
the newspaper obituaries that her 
records were so popular (one alone 
sold a million copies) that only M- 
rico Caruso and J. McCormack had 
comparable or greater success, De- 
spite this, her records have consist- 
ently failed to include one charac- 
teristic aspect of her vocal art. 


Gluck was an accomplished colo- 
ratura, as her initial operatic role | 
Suggests. Yet, with one untypical | 


exception, her records melude no 
coloratura selections. It is true that 
Gluck made “Ah, Non Giunge” from 
Bellini’s La Sonnambula,” but the 
record was never released, and it is 
reported that the master record is 
irretrievably lost.
